W ASHINGTON, Dec. 16 ( A P )— Wa r contra ctor friends 
of Sena tor Theodore G. Bilbo told toda y of giving him a 
Ca dilla c ca r, pa inting his “ Drea m House,” digging him a la ke 
a nd enga ging in business dea ls with him to the tune of some 
$68,000 out of their pockets. 
This was aside front $30,000 to 
$40,000 in cash they said they turn­ 
ed over to the Mississippi Demo­ 
cratic senator or his associates for 
use in an unsuccessful campaign 
to elect Bilbo’s friend, Wall 
to the Senate. 
All these men were enga ged, 
a t or a bout the time of the 
gifts in work on profita ble wa r 
contra cts 
in 
Mississippi. 
But 
they insisted to the Sena te wa r 
investiga ting 
committee 
tha t 
Bilbo wa s not helping them get 
contra cts. 
And some said they were still 
carrying on their books, 
m debts 
owed by Bilbo, the am ounts they 
paid out in his behalf. 
The 
committee 
branched 
out 
from war contracts to get testimony 
also about a $3000 loan Bilbo got in 
1938 
from 
Abe 
Shushan, 
New 
Orleans 
wholesale 
drygood 
m er­ 
chant. 
At the time it was made, the 
Government had an income 
tax 
case pending against Shushan. 
J . P. Winchell, chief counsel for 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue, 
testified 
Bilbo

“four 
or five times” about the Shushan 
case. 
He said the claim was for 
about $80,000 and th at Bilbo sug­ 
gested 
a 
settlem ent 
for 
about 
$40,000. 
Eventually, the Government took 
off a $7 000 item and settled the 
case, 
in

against Mrs. Shusman, for about 
$120,000, Winchel said. 
Shushan, once a powerful lieu­ 
tenant of the late Huey P. Long, 
testified th at as he recalled “I paid 
the whole thing.” 
The wholesale m erchant said he 
lent the $3000 to Bilbo as a favor 
to

endorsed the Bilbo note. 
Shusha n sa id he drove from

Not a Cand id ate for Presid ency, 
Taft Tells Newsmen in Atlanta 


ATLANTA, Dec. 16 ( A P ) — Sena tor Robert Ta ft (R-Ohio) 
decla red toda y tha t he did not consider himself a current ca ndi­ 
da te for President. 
Ta ft ga ve a fla t “ n o” in reply to a question if he w a s a n 
a ctive ca ndida te now for the Re­ 
publican presidential nom ination. 
His comment was in reply to an 
Associated Press query in a news 
conference preceding 
an 
address 
here to a civic luncheon. Later, 
speaking to the Atlanta Rotary club 
and guests of other civic groups, 
Taft pledged there would be noth­ 
ing but sympathy for the South 
among Republicans in W ashington. 
“ I ca n’t see wha t the South 
ha s to fea r from the Republica n 
progra m,” he sa id. “ The Repub­ 
lica ns like the people of the 
South. I think you ca n count on 
the good will of the Republica n 
pa rty.” 
T aft declared the recent elec­ 
tion was waged on the issue of 
“totalitarianism versus freedom from 
government controls.” and, he said, 
the people had given the Republican 
party a m andate for elim ination of 
wartime controls. 
The Ohio senator was applauded 
when he urged elimination of Fed­ 
eral boards and bureaus with wide 
discretionary 
powers, 
and 
again 
when he declared: “Basically, by the 
end of this next session, I believe 
we should be rid of nearly every 
war control th at still exists.” 
Federal 
expenditures, 
he 
con­ 
tinued, amid applause, m ust be cut 
to $30,000.000,000 (billion) annually, 
“if not this year, then at least by 
next year.” 
He pledged the Republican party 
to comprehensive legislation on labor 
relations which he said would re­ 
store the balance bglween business 
and organized labor. "Enterprise, he 
said, must be free. “It can no more 
be directed by the power of big 
business, by the power' of labor, 
than by the Government.”

NORRISTOWN, Dec. 16— 
An a ttra ctive 34-yea r-old bru­ 
net wa s shot to dea th tonight in 
full view of scores of Christ­ 
ma s shoppera a nd two hours 
la ter her husband of two weeks was 
charged with m urder. 
Chief of Police Robert Reilly said 
Thom as G rant, 46-year-old brewery 
company packer, signed a detailed 
statem ent adm itting the shooting of 
his wife, Helen, m other of four 
children by a previous marriage, 
with a .32 caliber revolver. 
Reilly said G rant walked to the 
Norristown 
police 
station 
about 
three blocks from the scene of the 
shooting and told police: 
“ I just shot my wife. Here’s 
the gun. I’m sorry tha t ta xica b 
driver she wa s running a round 
with wa sn’t there. I wa s going 
to shoot him too.’» 
Reily said G rant disclosed the 
Identity of the 
“taxicab driver,” 
but added he would not make it 
public. 
The police captain said the short, 
greying m an was m arried to the 
woman, a waitress in a Norristown 
restaurant, on Dec. 4, less than nine 
m onths after she was divorced from 
her husband of 
19 years, Anthony 
Di Nolfl. 
—Reilly sa id police a t first could 
find only one witness of the shoot­ 
ing who could give a detailed ac­ 
count. He was Ronald Schmoll, 21, 
a taxicab driver, whose story Reilly 
said was a s follows: 
G rant and his wife approached 
him and said they wanted 
a cab. 
They "backed-off and began to talk .” 
W h|le Schmoll waited in his cab, 
Gra nt moved a bout three feet from 
his wife, pulled a revolver and fired 
once. 
Mrs, G rant slumped to the pave­ 
m ent and G rant fired twice more 
at her prostrate form. Then he 
“walked away fast.” 
Two of the bullets entered 
Mrs. Gra nt’s body. One lodged 
a bove her hea rt a nd a nother 
struck

slightly a bove the stoma ch. She 
wa s pronounced dea d a t Mont­ 
gomery hospita l.

YOUR HEALTH

D 
MODERN engineering has given medi­ 
cal science m any of its best weapons 
against pain and disease. One of these is 
the diatherm y machine which generates 
a current capable of passing through the 
body and producing heat in its deeper 
tissues without burning the skin. 
In previous articles I have often spoken 
of the benefits of diathermy. In bringing 
heat to otherwise inaccessible parts, dia­ 
therm y assists N ature’s own restorative 
processes by speeding uP the flow' of blood 
to the tissues and thus making possible 
the swifter ea rning away of wastes and 
the bringing of new materials for repair. 
Dr. Connell G. G arrenton of North 
Carolina, has outlined the various condi­ 
tions in which diatherm y may be found 
useful. 
In the treatm ent of sprains, he 
says th at it is advisable to use cold ap­ 
plications at first. This will help to stop 
any bleeding th a t may be present deep in 
the tissues. 
After the first day, however, 
there is a collection of fluid in the tis­ 
sues, together with some swelling, and 
these symptoms mav be helped by the ap­ 
plication of the diatherm y. The heat pro­ 
duced causes the blood vessels to dilate, 
increasing the flow of blood and promot­ 
ing healing. 
The heat also gives relief 
from pain. 
The treatm ents, as a rule, 
are given daily for 20 m inutes until the 
symptoms clear up. 
, Bursitis is another condition which is 
helped with diatherm y. 
The bursae are 
sacs containing fluid, which are located 
around the various joints. 
There is one 
under the large muscle over the shoulder. 
This is knowrn as the subdeltoid bursa. 
Dr. G arrenton believes th at treatm ent 
with diatherm y should be used in all cases 
of subdeltoid bursitis before any surgical 
measures are employed. 
Even deposits of 
calcium or lime salts may disappear with 
the diatherm y -treatment. 
The value of diatherm y in the treat­ 
ment of chronic arthfitis or inflam m ation 
of the joints, as w-ell as fibrositis. which is 
inflam m ation of the connecting tissues in 
and around joints, is well known, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Disraeli Kobak of Chicago. 
Diathermy, however, has other uses, such 
as the relief of nain produced by pleurisy, 
which is an inflam m ation of the lining 
membrane of the chest. 
It is also used 
in the treatm ent of inflam m ations of the 
nerves, infections of the sinuses, 
and 
backache. 
It is not to be expected th at diatherm y 
treatm ents will give results in a day or 
two. 
It should be borne in mind that 
they act by speeding up the flow' of blood 
to the tissues which aids in carrying away 
wastes and bringing m aterials for repairs.

’48 Prediction 


LONDON. Dec. 16 (/P)—-Transport 
minister Alfred Barnes, riding out 
opp6 sition jeers th at th e Labor gov­ 
ernment’s public transportation bill 
was full of ‘h alf-baked proposals,” 
told th e House of Commons tonigh t 
th at its enactment would result in 
more progress in five y ears th an 
in “300 y ears of Tory rule.” 
Throughout 
debate 
Barnes 
weathered laughter and need­ 
ling by the Conservative opposi­ 
tion to the bill, which would 
bring Britain’s railroads, buses 
and 
inland 
waterway s 
under 
public ownership at a cost of 
$4.260.000.000 in public funds. 
A division vote is sch eduled for 
Wednesday . 
Th e bill, now up for 
second reading, is a “m ust” proposal 
in th e Socialist program of th e La­ 
bor government. 
Opening of th e debate, termed by 
Parliamentarians as th e "fiercest 
figh t” of th e current session, saw 
Sir David Maxwell-Fy fe, Conserv­ 
ative leader wh o was th e ch ief Brit­ 
ish prosecutor at th e Nuernberg 
war crimes trials, defending private 
ownersh ip. 
Introduction of th e bill. Sir David

said, was ‘‘th e greatest disservice 
wh ich th is government h as so far 
done to th e trade and industry of 
th is nation.” 
Praising th e present operators of 
transportation for ach ieving “low 
costs,” Sir David declared th at ex ­ 
penses would sky rocket “under a 
monopoly wh ich was cumbrous, top- 
h eavy and wh ose structural defects 
were as wide as its powers were un­ 
limited.” 
Sir David said th e bill fitted th e 
needs of neith er industry nor So­ 
cialism, and said th at any govern­ 
ment transportation sy stem would 
become th e “retreat of y es men 
and sy coph ants.” 
Barnes, on th e oth er h and, said 
th e bill was th e most “extensive 
socialization measure ever presented 
to a free democratic Parliament.” 
The 
minister said 
that 
45 
percent of the world's transport 
sy stem was publicly owned, and 
that only through nationaliza­ 
tion 
could 
Britain 
unify 
its 
transportation to permit repair 
of war-damaged equipment. 
“Th ere h ave been far wider and 
more far-reach ing economic ch anges 
in th e world h ith erto,” Barnes said, 
“but th ey h ave usually been carried 
out with violence, and it speaks 
a 
good deal for th e stability of our 
British institutions th at we are able 
to consider a measure of th is mag­ 
nitude in th e atmosph ere wh ich 
prevails in th is h ouse.” 
Th e bill is being strongly opposed 
by railroad owners and h eads of 
oth er major industries. Th e meas­ 
ure is th e most controversial item 
to date on th e government’s na­ 
tionalization program, wh ich calls 
for th e bringing under public owner­ 
sh ip of banks, airway s, mines, and 
cables and wireless companies.
